Little Rock, March 28 W) — The 


Arkansas Education 
Association 


wants a change 
in the present 


teachers minimum salary law. 


The AEA's governing body, the 


Council on Education, yesterday 
approved a recommendation of the 
Legislative 
Committee 
for 
pro- 


posed 
minimums. ranging from 


$1,570 annually for teachers with 
two years of college work up 
to 


$2,700 annually for teachers 
with 


master's degrees. 


Teachers would be assured of an- 


nual increases of $45 for specified 
periods — as few as four such in- 
creases for teachers of less edu- 
cational experience' up to as many 
as IS for those starting out with a 
master's degree. 


And teachers 
wouldn't be rc- 


rcquired to work for less than the 
prescribed minimums unless there 
was a corresponding reduction in 
the length of term. 


Approval of the proposed 
in- 


creased minimums — which actual- 
ly could be effected only by legis- 
lative action — was the most im- 
portant business transacted' ycstcr 
day, opening day o£ the AEA's 83rd 
annual convention. 


The meeting, which some 6,000 


teachers arc attending, was to end 
today.. 


•Harry S. Ashmore, executive edi- 


tor of the Arkansas Gazette, told 
the teachers at a general session 
last night that higher salary sched- 
ules are essential if public educa- 
tion in the state is not to deter- 
iorate further. 


But Ashmore said' he,was doubt- 


ful of the wisdom of unionization of 
teachers which has been proposed 
here.
